TELLS HER STORY
OF THE SHOOTING

Mrs. Gaines Describes the
Scene That Lead Up to the
Killing of Bywaters.

BEGGED HER TO REMAIN

-

Mrs. Bywaters Deplored the Fact
That She Had Been Forced

to Marry.

'HUSBAND'S DUTY POINTED OUT

Dramatic Recital of the Incidents
Preceding the Death of the Newly
Made Husband—What Culpeper
People Say About the Crime.

CULPEPER, Va., December 10.—The in-
quest in the Bywaters case at Culpeper was
begun shortly before noon today.

Before the hearing was begun the coroner
and jury reported to the mayor's office
in order to accomodate those who had to
take part in the hearing. Mrs. Galnes, at-
tired In a black costume and apparently
self-composed, was the first witness ex-
amined.

“When I reached the house Saturday,”
ghe stated, “my brothers sald to me, ‘It's
all over, they are married.”” Witness went
to her sister's room and found her alone
and weeping bitterly. Bhe said, “Oh, Nellie,
why did they make me marry him? They
have broken my heart because they made
me marry him."” “I tried to comfort her the

best 1 could.”

“Now that you are married it's your hus-
band's duty to remaln with you, and it's
my duty to go bark and stay with my
children. She insisted upon my staylng, but

1 told her it was impossible for me to do
-0, and told her her husband would have
to stay. He said it was Impaossible for him
to stay there. Wilness said when she went
downstairs to see her hushand he was in
the sitting room with her two brothers.
Blie told Bywaters that he would have to
gemain, and he sald he would have to go
back to town to make some business ar-
rangements and tell his mother. He also
sald he wanted to get his announcement
cards out by morning.

“My slster seemed to be in a dying con-
dition. ut the necessity of his remaining
with her seemed to be a trifling matter
with him.”

Bywaters Furious.

Bhe sald that Bywaters became furious
when she tried to persuade him to re-
main, and he was rather insulting in his
manner., Witness said she told him he
was the lowest dog that ever lived, tell-
ing hum that, he had taken her sister to
Washington and had an operation per-
formed in the cruelest manner.

8he told him she had been with her
sister for two days and had witnessed her
physical and mental agony, and added that
now he wanted to leave her without any
protection. *'I told him I prayed to God
that the child might have died rather
than be spared to live the life she would
have to live with him."”

Witness sald he laughed at her and sneer-
ed in her face.

“My husband then told Bywaters he want-
ed to tell him what he thought of him. He
had violated every obligation as an Odd
Fellow and a gentleman.

“"Bywaters sald: ‘Yes, I know it—you and
the Odd Fellows, what have you got to do
with it? " Mrs. Galnes sald that Bywatera
used every vile name under heaven right In
her face and In the faca of her brothers and
threatened her husband, mentioning a knife.
Her brothers kept him from her husband.

Witness was asked, “Did your sister ask
your brothers not to shoot?”

“Perhaps she did,” she answered.

“Did your s!ster spring out of bed when
the shots were fired?

“She did "~

“What did she say?"

“She didn't say anything. but she ran
about the house screaming.”

“Dues that account for her being down-

stairs when we got there?' the coroner
asked,

“Yes, sir.”

She could not recall anything her sister
sald while she was sereaming.

Lemon First on Scene,

John Lemon, she said, was the first per-
son to reach the house after the shooting
eecurred

He calied there in response to a telephone
message sent him Informing him that some-
body had been shot.

“Did either of your brothers go upon the
roof after the shooting occurred?’

“No, sir."”

Mr. Lemon, she stated, was the first per-
®son to go through the room in which her
sister had been confined and go out upon
the roof,

“Mrs. Gaines,” asked Capt. Wood, “do
You Know if your husband was armed?”’

“He was not,” was the response,

“"Where Is Mrs. Bywaters now, and where
Bas she been since the shooting?”

“AtL my house.”

“Did you know Bywaters was going with
your sister?”’

“1 did,” was her response.

“Where were the Strother boys all the
time the shooting was golng on?’ asked
Altorney Jeffries,

“Fhey were in my sister's room."

Asked by Mr. Jeffries what idea she
meant to convey when she said not a shot
was fired Iu the room the witness said she
meant that they did not fire at him until he
was out of the room.

“Who telephoned over to town after the
shiooting occurred?” asked Mr. Jeffries.

“Jim.” she answered.

“What did Phil do?*

“He went after Mr. Lemon. When Mr.
Lemon found that Bywaters was not dead
he asked her for some water for Bywaters,
Then he came and asked if there was any
whisky In the house, and she gave a half
pint flask of llquor that had been purchased
for her sister,

Mrs. Gaines sald she thought Senator
Jeffrica wae at the house at the time Mr.
l#mon cam=s down and announced that
B;watern was dead.

No Excitement in Culpeper—No Pros-
pect of Troubile.

reference to aleged excitement supposed to
have been caused by the shooting of Wil-
lam F. Bywaters last Saturday is met
with the query, “What excftement?' and
with the prompt response, “There has
been no excitement here.” The residents
of Culpeper do not understand why the
shooting of “WilI"" Bywaters, as he was
called, should have caused any excitement
in town. He was Kkilléd out in the
country and the detalls of the crimé were
obtalned only by plecemeal, so that by
the time the whole story was made known
the time for excitement had passed. There
was nothing about the town last night
to indicate that anybody was unduly ex-
cited, nor has there been anything to In-
dicate that a hostile demonstration was
even anticipated. James and Philip
Strother, brothers of Mrs. Wiililam F. By-
waters, who riddled the body eof their

brother-in-law with bullets two hours
after he had been made a member of their

of the Episcopal Church, rode through
town yesterday In their buggy as if noth-
ing had ever happened in their lives to
cause them tromble.

“People ‘rubbered’ at them,” sald a mer-
chant on Maln street, “but said nothing
more than to speak to them the same as
they had when they were in town last

week.”
Viewed the House.

The Strother boys spoke to acquaint-
ances as they passed, and upon more than
one occasion they stopped and conversed
with friends. Having attended to their
business, they left town and went to the
house where the tragedy was enacted Sat-
urday. At the house they visited the room
in which thelr wronged sister lay Satur-
day at the time Will Bywaters is alleged
to have made an effort te desert his bride
of two hours, and they also saw the roof
of the porch from which the dead body
of their vletim had to be removed by
Sheriff Pulliam and others.

“If the Strother beys had shot down
Will Bywaters on the public street,” a
resident of the town sald last night,
“there might have heen some excitement,
but doing it In their own home out in the
country robbed it of some of its sentl-

mental features.
“And,” the resident of the town added,
“T think some of the people are dlsap-

pointed that the killing did not occur upon
the streets.”

Busines: has not been Interrupted be-
cause of the shooting nor are any residents
of the town losing much sleep over the
affair, unless it is these who are charged
with responsibility for the prosecution of
the brothers and counsel who are to ap-
pear in court for them. Farmers are bring-
Ing in wagon loads of turkxeys for the
Christmas holidays, just tne same as they
would have done had Will Bywaters been
on a foxhunt, and the merchants are de-
ing their annual holiday business.

Great Deal of Interest.

The dramatic scene that was enacted at
“Rotherwood” interests all the people In
the town and most of the residents of the
county on aceount of the prominence of
the parties., and the case has been freelv
discussed by friends of hoth sides. Will
Bywaters wasg a [ox-hunter and horso
trainer, and was a man who always pre-
sented a good appearance. He was gen-
tlemanly and courteous, and while he
was looked upon as being a man who was
exceedingly fond of sports, it was the
kind of sport that is calculated to uplift
rather than to degrade. But, as he is gaid
to have admitted before he became the
husband of his cousin, he did what he
could to degrade her as well as himself,
and when he realized the extent of his
wrong he was willing te take her to
Washington and have her risk her lifa in
the hands of some one who probably was
paid a blg fee for his alleged criminal
operation. Having seen that she was re-
turned to her home in an almost dying
condition, he also returned.

In Washington Thursday.

He was in Washington last Thursday.
two days before the marriage and death
ceremonlies were conducted, and got a
check cashed for $5. Then he came here
probably not suspecting that he would be
known as the one who had accomplishad
the ruin of an estimable young woman,
and had then balked at the preposition
that he right the wrong so far as it lay in
his power to do so.

He undoubtedly felt that Miss Viola

Strother would remain “true” to him, al- }

though he had done everything in hils
power to be untrue to her. She had bean
away from home and had returned, but
he never imagined he would be aske! to
Eive any explanation of her absence. Al-
though they were cousins ,they had »:n
looked upon as lovers and people in the
highest social circles in the county nad
circulated a report that they were cn-
gaged. Her unexplained absence and his
being away from the county at the same
time, therefore, cansed her relatives to do
a Ilttle thinking. They also did some
questioning, with the result that both the
yYoung man and Miss Strother were ready
with a wholesale denial of anything which
might tend to connect them with a scandal,
It was regarded as being the most natu-
ral thing in the world fe> the young
woman to make a statement that wocld
uphold the good name sh: had always
enjoyed, and it was also deemed nataral
that Bywaters would enter a denial just
as would have been entered by any per-
son charged with a crime.

Played Parts Well.

The young people played their parlts well
until the condition of Miss Strother became
so serlous that the family phyvsician had
to. be called. Then she could not holc out
any longer. It happened that George
French Strother, the !umber dealer, near
Welch, W. Va., and James A. Strother.
the attorney at Welch, were conven'entiy
at home for the Christmas holldays when
the subject of the ruln of their slster was
suggested. Phillp Strother was already at
home. He is perhaps one of the most pros-
perous farmers in Culpeper county, owning
and farming more than 50 acres of land.

Bywaters a Cousin.

It is sald that he and 1is brothers had
always taken a deep interest in the wel-
fare of their cousin, Will Bywaters, and
when they became aware of what he had
done they were Inclined to aet rather more
harshly than they would have done under
other circumstances; but, however. they
would probably not have spared any other
person who had taken such a mean advan-
tage of their sister. When the truth finally
became known the brothers, who had de-
termined to treat the man who had wrong-
ed their sister the same as they would
treat a viper, delayed the killing because
of the earnest entreaties on the part of
their sister and cousin.

“I'm willlng to do the right thing,"” the
foxhunter and horseman is reported to have
said. “Let us get married and I'll do my
part by Viola.™

The Story Not Yet Told.

The license was procured, the parson
summoned, and there in the sick chamber
the trembling hand of a woman who was
thought to have been upon her deathbed
and that of the man who .n reality had
but a short time to live were clasped, and
in the presence of witnesses he cdeclared
he would bz a true, devoted and loving hus-
bamd. That was at 3 o'clock SBaturday
alternoon, and the two hours he remalined
the husband of the young woman were per-
haps the most miserable two hours he had
ever spent. What really occurred in the
room and on the tin roof of the porch will
probably net be fully knewn until the
Strother brothers are placed on trial, per-
haps for their lives or possibiy only for
their liberty. Mrs. Bywaters is not ex- |
pected to be able to tell just what really
happened, and surprise is «xpressed t(hat
the inguest should be pcstponed in order
to have her statement made to the coro-
ner's jury. It is said, however, that the
jurors want te hear what she has to say,
and if she recovers she will be given her
day in the coroner's ceurt.

Behind Closed Doors.

any of the witnesses who are to be called
would be able to throw any additional light
upon -the subject, not even the widow.
It developed last night that two brothers
of the widow traced her to the office of
the Washington physicilan who is alleged
to have performed the operation, and that
there is a strong probability that he will
be prosecuted. It is regretted by some
of the parties to the affair that he cannot
be brought to Culpeper county and pros-
ecuted.

“About a month ago a brother of the
voung woman first suspected that there
was an intimacy existing between the cou-
ple,” said a friend of the two famllies to
a representative of The Star, “‘and he kept
a close watch upon their movements. Will
Bywaters had been treated as a member
of the Strother family, and he had the run
of the house the same as if he had been a
brother of Miss Rosa Strother. His con-
duct became suspicious, however, and he
was watched as well as he could have been
without the brothers doing anything to
excite his suspiclon.”

The Visit Here.

Just when Miss Strother left here to go to
Washington was not definitely ascertained,
nor could the Strother brothers learn if she
went with her cousin. That she went there,
however, and to what physician she went
is definitely known, and the brothers expect
to take action against the physician. No-
body in Culpeper disputes the statement
that Will Bywaters was the most popular
young man in this section of the county,
and people in the town are already speak-
ing of his loss. On the other hand they
also tell of the popularity of the Strothers
family, referring to the men as being sub-
stantial and influential citizens.

While counsel for the defendants were
‘busy yesterday preparing their side of the
case, C. M. Walte, the commonwealth's at-
torney, was not idle. It is deemed certain
that the coroner's jury will hold the Stroth-
er brothers for the killing of Bywters, as
that body, it is stated, is charged with the
duty of only passing upon the facts, not
having the right to look into the sentimen-
tal side of the case. Upon ¢onclusion of the
inquest the defendants will be called upon
to answer a charge that was filed against
them in a warrant issued by a magistrate.
It is probable that an examination will be
walved and that bond for the appearance
of the defendants at the January term of
the court wlll be renewed.

A Legal Battle.

Should the grand jury return an Indict-
ment, and It is more than probable that
such will be the case, counsel will then
have to engage in an interesting legal bat-
tle. The case promises to be the most In-
teresting ecriminal trial that has taken
place in Culpeper county for a number of
years. According to the statement of one
of the attorneys interested in the case, the
defense will be made under the so-called
“unwritten law.’”” It is reallzed that coun-
sel for the defense will have to contend
against the number of shots fired by the
defendants. Friends of Bywaters will prob-
ably claim that the latter was not going to
desert his sick bride, but that he was mere-
ly going to return to town to spend the
night with his mother, as he had promised
her. The firlng of so many shots, it Is
contended by friends of the dead man,
shows that the Strother brothers wanted
to do more than merely prevent him from
leaving the house.

The six men who compose the coroner’'s
jury are representative business men, and
it la confidently expected that they will do
full justice to both sides. One of the jurors
is C. L. Cline, who conducts a general
merchandise store, and two others, R. P.
Jasper and W. M. Irvine, are clerks In
local stores. E. A. Walters, a centractor;
Robert Matthews, a lumber and tle dealer,
and C. 8. Jones, a farmer, are the other
Jurors.

~_ Contentions of Defense.

It will be contended by the defense that
Will Bywaters never had any idea of re-
maining with his wife and taking care of
her. That he so declared, it is stated, will
be shown when the case comes to trial,
and there will be other and perhaps more
sensational features of the case shown.
Everybody who knew the two familles un-
derstood that Bywaters was as much at
home in the Strother house as he was here
with his mother. Her brothers, it was
stated, were frequently away from the
house, and they were often heard to re-
mark “‘that the girls were all right. Will
Bywaters will look after them."” It was a
common occurrence for him to reach the
house at night, put away his horse and re-
tire. The next morning he would be at the
breakfast table, and then he would go his
way. He asked no questions nor did he
offer any explanations. All went well un-
til about a month age, when Will Bywaters
was seen near the room of Miss Viola at-
tired only in his nightclothes. Then the
brothers started the Investigation which
ended in the shooting. Between the mid-
night discovery in the hall and last Satur-
day an effort had been made to keep track
of the coupie. Miss Viola, It Is stated, went
to Washington upon three occasions, each
time saying she was going to visit a friend,
and the claim is now made that the Wash-
ington n who is alleged to have
operated upon her made three attempts be-
fore he was

Doubt About the Faets.

Bywaters had sald he would not live with
his wife, but after the situation had been
thoroughly discuzsed the brothers almost
reached the conclusion that he had changad
his mind, but st’ll ihere was that lingeringz
doubt, which subsequent events show:d
was not without foundation. His excuse fo-
wanting fo ecome to town was that
wanted to keep a promise he had made to
hiis mother. He sad he
ule.ml.lnrrlaga and he would return that
n L

“H you want to go to town,” said one of
the brothers, “1 wiil drive you there and
bring You back.”™

During the discussion of the matrimeonial
affairs the brothers endeavored to dispel

was told that her share in the estate, about

of $700. With th's money, he was told, they
could engage in business and there was no
reason why they should not get along well

By'waters admitted that t proposition
sounded well, but still there was something
about his conduct to cause the Strother
brothers to believe he was noct acting in
good faith.

“Now that you are married."” he was told
by a brother-in-law, *It is your duty to re-
main here and nurse your sick wife, and
that you will have to do or I'll kill you."

Turned Him Baek.

The bride showed her devotion to her
husband by pulling him to the bed and
elasping her arms about his neck. She used
an endearing term when she spoke to him,
Ile was seated near the door, ai . at the
first opportunity he iumped to the hallway
and started down the stairs. One of the
Strother brothers sent a bullet after him.
but he probably would have escaped, It
is stated, had not Dr. E. L. Gaines, the
Fhusband of one of the Strother slsters,
headed him off and turned him back.

Upon reaching the upper floor again By-
waters went through the window and
landed upon the tin roof of the porch. Sev-
eral shots were fired at him through the
windgw and several others were fired by
one oOf the brothers, who ran from the
house to intercept him, and fired as By-
waters was endeavoring to reach the
ground. The hulets were effective and th»
‘young man did not reach the ground umntil
e was taken there a corpse.

Hs Will Represent !h-_w Fam-
ily at Ingquest.

He
came to represent the Bywaters family,
and his appearance on the scens increased
the interest in the case. There was not
the rush for admittance to the coroner’'s
hearing this morning that had been antici-
pated, the cold weather perhaps keeping
curious people from gathering upon the
sidewalks to get a glimpse of the wit-
nesses and others who are participating in
the case. Owing to a delay on the part of
former Senator Jeffries in reaching here

this morning the hearing was not begun
until nearly noon. Dr. Gaines and his
wife, the latter a sister of Mrs. Bywaters,
were the first witnesses to appear at the
coroner’s office.

RIOTING IN NANTES

SERIOUS TROUBLE OVER NEW
CHURCH LAWS.

NANTES, France, December 19.—Much
rioting attended the evacuation of the epis-
copal palace and seminary here today.
Crowds of Catholic menifestors over-
came the police, who were compelled to
draw thelr revolvers, and under threats of
opening fire, keep back the mob until res-
cued by troops. Several women were ar-
rested for striking or biting soldlers.

Many Places Vacated.

PARIS, December 19.—The reports re-
ceived by the minister of the interior show
that thirty-four ecclesiastical residences oc-
cupied by archbishops or bishops, and
forty large and thirteen small seminaries
have thus far been evacuated under the
provisions of the church and state sepa-
ration law.

Having established the attitude of the
parish priests the government has ordered
the discontonuance of any further prosecu-
tlons of illegal services in the churches
pending the passage of the new law amend-
ing the law of 1903, providing for the sep-
aration of church and state.

Death Rather Than Sacrilege.

LILLE, France, December 19.—A court-
martial here today tried and degraded CapL.
Magniez for refusing to obey orders in con-
nection with taking the inventory of the
chapel of St. John. Magniez before the
court said:

“I am a Christlan, and I prefer to be
shot rather than commit a sacrilege. No
one has the right to make me renounce the
vows I took at my first communion.”

The Church’s Hope.

ROME, December 19.—No atepa have
been taken by the Vatican to entrust any
power with the protection of the archives
of the papal nunciature of Paris. The re-
ports to the effect that some of the Euro-
pean countries were approached on the sub-
ject are declared by the Vatican authoritles
to be groundiess. i

The attitude of the Vatican toward the
new French government bill amending the
separation law Iin regard to the conduect of
public worship is defined by the papal au-
thorities as being “distrustful.” the latter
being convinced of the necessity of con-
tinuing in the way they have already taken
in order to obtain at least tolerable condi-
tions for the church In France.

The pope this morning received Prince
Orsini, the senlor asgsistant at the papal
throne, the highest lay officer of the papal
court, with whom he conversed on the sit-
uation In France. :

Beer halle in the several branches of
the National Home for Disabled Volunteer
Soldieras netted profits to the government
sggregating $165,45¢ during the last year,
according to the annual report of Col. John
L. Chamberlain, inspector general, whose
annual report to the Becretary of War is a
strong recommendation for the retention of
the canteen feature of these homes. He

OPPOSED TO A RECESS

MRE. LACEY DECLARED THAT IT
WAS IDIOTIC TO ADJOURN.

In the House today Representative Lacey
of Iowa teok a pronounced posltion in op-
position to the adjournment of Congress
for the Christmas holidays, declaring that
“it is idiotic for the House to adjourn and
then jam all legislation through under whip
and spur during the closing days.”

The expression was called out in connec-
tion with the discussion of a resolution look-
ing to an Increase of the enrolling force
of the House. Mr. Fitzgerald of New York
had just finished a speech in opposition to
the resolution, in which he had sharnly
criticised the mistakes in appropriation blils
made at the close of the last sesslon.

Mr. Lacey declared that owing to the
policy of holding up the principal work
on the appropriation bills until the closing
days of the session, the enrolling clerk had
worked forty-eight hours in succession, and
he contended that under such circumstances
mistukes were to be expected.

Mr. Clark of Missouri declared that “the
statement made by Maj. Lacey about the
ldiocy of adjourning for the holidays was
the most sensible thing he had said for
the past twelve years.”

Speaking of appropriation bt°lls, Mr.
Clark said he believed it would be a wise
thing if a rule were adopted prohibiting
the passage of any appropriation bill
later than five days before the adjourn-
ment of Congress. He thought “the un-
seemly jobs that creep into appropria-
tion Dbills during the closing hours of
Co]ng.ress would be eliminated by such u
rule.”

Mr. Tawney of Minnesota, chairman of
the committee on appropriations, asked
Mr. Clark to specify some of the “johs”
that had got Into appropriation bills Jdur-
ing the closing hours.

“Well,” reolied Mr. Clark, "I will met
some specific jobs and bring them in here
for the gentleman’'s edification, and I will
make a speech on the subject, too.”

Mr. Clark said he wanted the enrolling
of bills surrounded by every safeguard,
but he did not believe the* mere increas?
in clerical force would accomplish the
purpose.

On division the absence of a quorum
was disclosed, Mr. Clark leading the fight
against the resolution on the part of the
democrats.

The Speaker was about to order a roll
call when Mr. Payne of New York moved
that the House adjourn, which was done.

MILLIONS FOR SPRINGFIELD.

Advocate of ‘“City eBautiful” Makes

Generous Will.
Special Dispatch to The Star,

SPRINGFIELD, Mass.,, December 19.—
Everett H. Barney, one of the wealthiest
citizens in New England, has sent word to
the city authorities that he has made a will
leaving his millions to the elty. His an-
nouncement was made to urge the city to
accept the offer of President Mellin of the
New York, New Haven and Hartford rall-
road to sell for $333,000 to the city the land
on the east side of the Connecticut river on
which the railroad enters the city, the rail-
road agreeing to enter on new tracks on the
Agawam Meadows on the west side.

Mr. Barney is pieading for the “city b=au-
tiful.” He says that the fortune he plans
to leave the city will more than pay for im-
proving the land acquired. He has in mind
the building of a series of water-front
parks, handsome bridges and a broad ave-

nue near the river. Mr. Barney allowed his
lawyer, Nathan D. Dill, to announce his
plans to the city at a public mass meeting
to discuss the river-front improvement
project. Mr. Barney is senior partner of
the firm of Barney & Berry, skate and
hardware manufacturers.

MANIA FOR MATERIALISM.

Reason Assigned for “Stagmation” in
Yale Divinity Sckool.
Speclal Dispatch to The Star.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., December 19.—The
¥ale divinity schoel is accused by the Yale
Alumni Weekly of being In stagnation or
recession. It says editorially:

**Apalysis of the list of students in the
Yale divinity school, as it appears In the
preliminary catalogue of the university,
causes some disquietude and more perplex-
ity. The school is old. It has mighty theo-
logical traditions, deep rooted In such
names as Taylor, Bacon and Dwight. Its
atmosphere is liberal in times when dogma
‘has been superseded by duty.

“It has an able, level snd hard-working
faculty, a high grade of students, a good
plant and a fair endowment. Yet the school
retains this year but forty-seven students
in the three regular classes, as compared
with fifty-two last year, in two bulldings
which would house 120. - Its entering class
numbers but thirteen men, none of them
from a New England unlversity or college,
and in its three classes appear the names
of six students from New England cclleges
and only two from Yale. Yale's own theo-
logical seminary numerically is in stagna-
tlon, not to say recession.”

Some of the causes given are *'the mania
for materialism’ and the acute competition
between theological es. The divin-
ity schools suffer llkewise. Today Hart-
ford has only 58 students; Andover, 11;
Chicago, 82; Pacific, 268, and Bangor, 44.

DEAD “MAN” A WOMAN.

Had Served as Clerk to BRussian Con-
sul.

PHOENIX, Ariz., December 10.—F. De
Reylan, who came here several months ago
from Chicago with a Dr. Rowe, died last
night of consumption. De Reylan claimed
to be a son of a Russian admiral, and to
have a wife and a son in Chicago. He sald
he had been at one time assistant vice con-
sul of Russlia in Chicago, and had served
with the Americans In the late Spanish war.
He had many medals, and, it s sald, some
letters of commendation from President
McKinley. At the -undertaking establish-
ment it wasdiscovered that the deceased was
a woman Dr. Rowe declares that he had
no knowledge of this before, and he is inno-
cent of any conspiracy.

“De Reyland was a clerk in the consul-
ate,”” szld Baron Schlippenbach, Russian
consul to Chicago. “He had been in the
employ of the Russian government In Chi-
ecago for twelve years. Recently he left the
office because of lllness and went to Ari-

REASONS FOR TRIAL

CASES OF MAJ. PENROSE AND-
CAPT. MACKLIN.

Interesting detalla became public today-
regarding the cases of Ma). Penrose and
Capt. Macklin of the 25th Infantry, who
are to be tried by court-martial for alleged
neglect of duty in having falled to prevent
the troubles between the soldiers of that
regiment and the citizens of Brownsville,
Texas, In August last

On the Sth instant the President wrote 1o
Secretary Taft, saying:

“A careful study, not only of ala). Block-
som’s report, but of Gen. Nettleton's letter,
leaves me uncertain whether or not the offi-
cers of the three colored companies who
took part in the murderous riot in Browns-
ville are or not blamable. I should like a
thorough investigation and report on this
matter.”

Secretary Taft referred this note to the
general staff “for recommendation as to
whether action ought not to be tak%en
by way of court-martial against the ofi-
cers referred to or some of them.”

Gen. Barry, acting chlef of staff, says
that in accordance with Instructions the
first division of the general staff consid-
ered the question in all its bearings.

He says they made a careful study of tha
reports of Maj. Blocksom, Col. Lovering and
Gen. Garlington and of the letter of Gen,
Nettleton and closely examined Maj. Block-
som and Gen. Bariington and reached the

conclusion that a prima facie cage exlstsg
against Ma). Penrose and Capt. Mackling
The judge advocate general of the army,
who was consulted, concurred in that opin-
ion and the general staff officers recoms-

mended that each of the officers named be
brought to trlal for neglect of duty.

Gen. Barry's Report.

In reporting this action Gen. Barry said:

“In this connection it is believed to ba
very desirable, in view of the widespread
comment In the press and elsewliere, to
emphasize the fact that the responsibiilty
for the proper discipline and control of a
post or of a command rests with the com-
manding officer and the commissioned of-
ficers thereof, under his orders, and can
not be shifted to enlisted men, whether
non-commissioned officers or not.”

He said further that the charge of neg-
lect agalnst Maj. Penrose could be sub-
stantiated by an allegation in substance
that after the midnight raid at Brownsvil'e
he *"did immediately thereafter and until
dayligiit wholly fall and neglect to take or
order sufficient measures or action to de-
tect any of the sald men, or by prompt in-

spection of guns or pistols or otherwise, or
any due exercise of discipline, to detect thae
men engaged In the sald attack and killing,
or any of them, or to restrain or bring

them to justice for sald crime.”

It was also suggested that another spec
fication be made to allege, in substar
that Maj. Penrose, belng aware of feel
of rescntment In his command toward citi-
zens of Brownsville as a result of assaulis
upon certain individuals of the command,

and having been notified by a Mr. Evans
of Brownsville about § pm., August 15,
1906, of an attack upon his wife by a sol
dier of the commamd, and knowing of the
Inflamed fecling existing in the town to-
ward the soldiers as a result thereof, did,
nevertheless, fail to give any orders to
Capt. E. A. Macklin, 25th Infantry, officer
of the day, requiring specilal vigilance on
his part or that of the guard; or to make
frequent inspections or any inspections,
during the night, after 12 o'clock; and did
wholly fall and neglect to take or order

sufficient measures or precautions to hoid
at the post the men of the comma d. or in
any manner to watch, restrain, or discipline

sald men; by reason of which failure cer-
tain men of his command to the number of

Macklin's Alleged Neglect.

The specification agalnst Capt. Macklin,
the general staff said, should aliege In
substance that—

“Capt. E. A. Macklin, 25th Infantry, hav-
ing been regularly detailed as officer of the
day August 13, 1906, and having duly en-
tered upon- that duty; and belug aware of
the irritated and inflamed feeling existing
between the men of the command and the
citizens of Brownsville, Tex.. as a result
of alleged assaulls committed upon men
of the command and of the alleged attack
made by an enlisted man of the command
upon Mrs. Evans of Brownsville, Tex
did, nevertheless, wholly fall to exercise
speclal vigilance as officer of the day, and
did in fact neglect and failed to perform
the duties enjoined upon an officer of the
day In case of an alarm. retring to his
quarters. from which it was found lmpos-
sible to arouse him or bring him forth,
during the progress of an attack upon
citlzens of Brownsville, Tex., by enlisted
men of the command and the alarm sound-
ed in conseaquence thereof.”

The report was approved by Secretary
Taft and the President. and the latter di-
rected that the necessary orders be lIssued,
